It  is  the  face  of  a  four-square,  American 
citizen  who  served  his  fellow  men  of  this  community  from 
1907  to  1925  with  abiding  love  and  unceasing  devotion 
even  to  the  end. 

As  a  servant  of  his  home  town,  of  his  state,  and  of  his 
country,  Ralph  Delahaye  Paine  ennobled  the  calling  of  the 
citizen;  and  no  voter  of  Durham  will  wish  to  attend  town 
meeting  after  today  without  recalling  those  ideals  of 
service  which  made  the  life  of  their  distinguished  and  yet 
humble  friend  so  lovable  and  so  inspiring.  Ralph  Dela- 
haye Paine  could  distinguish  no  shadings  in  the  word 
"service;"  to  him  its  only  color  was  true  blue.  Anything 
he  could  do  to  make  the  individual  happier,  the  community 
more  attractive,  and  the  state  more  respected,  he  did 
with  body,  mind  and  spirit.

DURHAM  TOWN   CEMETERY— A  REALITY 


Report  of  the  Cemetery  Committee 


Agitation  favoring  the  town  ownership  of  a  pub- 
lic cemetery,  as  required  by  law,  has  been  going  on 
for  years.  This  sentiment  crystalized  in  action  about 
1916  when  an  unofficial  committee  of  five  was  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  and  make  recommendation  to 
the  town. 

The  committee  found  great  difficulty  in  securing 
a  suitable  site  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the 
village.  The  very  few  suitable  locations  were  not 
for  sale.  The  committee  did,  however,  make  a  re- 
port of  progress  in  March,  1918,  and  asked  for  au- 
thority to  purchase  when  a  suitable  site  could  be 
found.  This  authority  was  denied  at  that  time  and 
the  matter  rested  until  March,  1921,  when  it  was 
voted  by  the  town  to  appoint  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  a  committee  "to  investigate  and  recommend 
a  location  for  a  town  cemetery  and  report  at  the  next 
Town  Meeting  their  recommendations  in  reference 
to  such  location  and  the  price  thereof.  Said  com- 
mittee to  have  power  to  hold  public  hearings  in  ref- 
erence to  the  same;  said  committee  to  act  without 
any  expense  to  the  Town." 

In  March,  1922,  it  was  voted  "to  authorize  the 
Selectmen,  together  with  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds, 
to  purchase  a  suitable  site  for  a  Town  Cemetery  at  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $1,500.00,  and  to  authorize  them 
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to  procure  a  survey  of  such  site,  to  formulate  rules 
and  regulations,  and  make  sales  of  cemetery  lots, 
utilizing  the  sale  money,  so  far  as  necessary,  for  the 
improvement  of  the  grounds;  also  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  raise  by  taxation  $300.00  and  to  bor- 
row not  to  exceed  $1,200.00  for  carrying  out  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act." 

In  March,  1923,  the  town  voted  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $300.00  toward  the  purchase  of  a  suitable 
site  for  a  town  cemetery,  thus  reducing  the  amount 
to  borrow  to  $900.00. 

The  committee  examined  many  suggested  sites, 
interviewed  owners,  almost  despaired,  but  finally 
purchased  of  Karl  W.  Woodward  for  $1,200.00,  six 
acres  of  land  adjoining  the  First  New  Hampshire 
Turnpike.  The  soil  and  general  slope  of  the  land 
bought  give  promise  of  being  unexpectedly  favorable 
for  cemetery  purposes.  The  location  on  a  state  high- 
way insures  easy  access  at  all  seasons. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  the 
$600.00  previously  raised  for  the  purpose  together 
with  $600.00  borrowed  has  been  employed  in  pay- 
ment. The  balance  of  $300.00  available  to  the  com- 
mittee will  probably  be  needed  for  surveying,  fenc- 
ing and  opening  up  the  area  for  service.

THE  HAMILTON  SMITH  LIBRARY 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Durham: 

There  is  a  library  in  the  town  of  Durham  which 
ranks  fourth  in  size  among  libraries  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire.  This  library,  while  it  is  located  on 
the  University  campus  and  serves  the  University,  is 
also  the  public  library  of  the  town  of  Durham  and 
serves  the  citizens  of  the  town.  It  is  one  of  two  li- 
braries in  the  United  States  which  serve  both  com- 
munity and  college  by  legal  enactment — the  other 
being  in  Oberlin,  Ohio. 

The  number  of  books  charged  out  of  the  library 
for  home  use  has  doubled  in  the  last  six  years.  The 
number  of  res-erved  books  used  in  the  reading-rooms 
has  increased  500  per  cent.  Our  business  has  in- 
creased tremendously,  but  we  covet  a  yet  larger  use. 
We  are  listing  below  some  of  the  ways  in  which  the 
library  serves  the  citizens  of  Durham.  Are  you 
making  use  of  them? 

1.  Lends  interesting  reading — fiction,  travel, 
biography,  literature,  history,  science,  etc. 

2.  Answers  questions  or  indicates  where  the 
answers  may  be  found  in  the  reference  books  and 
periodicals  in  the  library. 

3.  Has  information  which  will  help  you  in  your 
business  life,  your  school  life  or  your  home  life. 

4.  Maintains  class-room  libraries  in  the  class- 
rooms of  the  Durham  schools. 

5.  Conducts  an  annual  children's  book  exhibit 
in  a  prominent  store  window. 
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G.  Advises  with  regard  to  individual  reading — 
suggests  books  and  courses  to  follow. 

7.  Issues  a  monthly  bulletin,  "The  Library  Lan- 
tern," containing  information  concerning  books,  au- 
thors and  the  library.  It  will  be  sent  you  if  you  ask 
for  it  or  can  be  secured  free  at  the  library. 

8.  Conducts  an  annual  Library  School  in  the 
summer,  with  special  lectures,  to  many  of  which  the 
residents  of  Durham  are  invited. 

9.  Will  be  glad  to  make  deposits  of  books  in 
distant  parts  of  the  town  where  it  is  difficult  for  peo- 
ple to  come  to  the  library.

During  the  year  we  have  received  from  the  Simp- 
son legacy  of  the  Durham  Library  Association  94 
volumes,  costing  $135.99. 

From  the  money  received  from  the  general  funds 
of  the  Durham  Library  Association  we  have  pur- 
chased 34  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $50.71. 

With  the  $100  received  from  the  town  of  Dur- 
ham appropriation  we  have  purchased  102  volumes. 

We  have  had  the  largest  circulation  both  with- 
in and  without  the  library  building  of  any  year  in  the 
library's  history.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Durham: 

The  schools  of  Durham  during  the  past  year  have 
been  in  fairly  good  condition.  Attendance  has  been 
good  and  there  have  been  few  interruptions  on  ac- 
count of  illness.  The  additional  windows  provided 
for  four  of  the  rooms  at  the  village  school  have  made 
a  decided  improvement.  Good  work  is  being  done 
at  the  Packers  Falls  School  and  by  all  the  teachers 
at  the  village. 

We  have  been  working  for  four  years  to  build  up 
in  Durham  a  strong  corps  of  qualified  teachers.  We 
require  two  years  of  normal  training.  The  average 
for  the  teachers  in  the  village  school  is  two  and  two- 
thirds  years.  I  believe  we  ought  not  to  engage  teach- 
ers for  Durham  with  less  than  two  years  of  experi- 
ence besides  their  normal  training,  but  our  salaries 
are  not  high  enough  to  get  experienced  teachers  for 
the  junior  high  school.  Yet  all  but  one  of  our  teach- 
ers have  had  more  than  three  years'  experience.  All 
are  interested  in  their  work  and  will  gain  in  teach- 
ing power  as  time  goes  on.  Our  problem  now  is  to 
make  them  like  Durham  so  well  that  they  will  staj^ 
and  give  our  schools  the  benefit  of  their  experience. 
Toward  this  end  Durham  people  can  do  a  great  deal 
in  the  way  that  they  show  their  appreciation  of  the 
teachers  and  of  the  work  they  are  doing.  ,{ 

The  outstanding  need  of  the  schools  of  Durham 
is  an  adequate  and  suitable  building  in  which  to  do 
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school  work.  The  present  structure  is  poorly  ven- 
tilated and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  it  at  a  com- 
fortable temperature  in  the  winter  time.  We  have 
been  able  to  take  care  of  the  increasing  number  of 
pupils  this  year  and  shall  probably  be  able  to  crowd 
them  in  next  year,  but  after  that,  I  do  not  see  how 
we  can  properly  seat  them.  However,  I  do  not  think 
we  ought  to  wait  until  we  are  compelled  to  provide 
more  room.  The  present  arrangement  at  best  is  only 
a  make-shift.  People  expect  us  to  do  work  in  the 
junior  high  school  that  compares  favorably  with 
that  of  the  best  schools.  Yet  every  class  in  the  jun- 
ior high  school  works  under  conditions  that  consti- 
tute a  serious  handicap  for  good  school  work.  The 
recitation  rooms  are  small  and  unsuitable.  Partitions 
are  so  thin  that  the  voice  of  the  teacher  and  even 
those  of  the  pupils  can  be  heard  in  the  adjacent 
rooms.  Pupils  have  to  be  crowded  too  close  together 
to  secure  the  degree  of  concentration,  earnest  study 
and  independent  thinking  that  should  be  had  in  these 
grades.  I  trust  that  this  matter  will  be  givey  full 
consideration  and  that  some  move  will  be  made  to 
provide  adequate  quarters  as  soon  as  practicable. 

There  seems  to  be  a  pretty  strong  sentiment 
against  any  further  alteration  or  additions  to  the 
present  building,  so  that  the  only  solution  would  be  a 
new  building.  An  eight-room  brick  building,  two 
stories  and  basement,  would  meet  the  needs  of  the 
school  as  it  is  now  constituted.  Such  a  building 
would  cost  about  $60,000.  This  would  have  to  be  paid 
off  in  twenty  years  at  $3,000  per  year.  Interest  at  5 
per  cent  would  increase  the  payments  to  $6000  the 
first  year,  $5850  the  second  year,  and  so  on  down  to 
$3150  the  twentieth  year.    At  the  present  valuation 
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these  payments  would  increase  the  tax  rate  on  a 
hundred  dollars,  50  cents  the  first  year,  48%  cents 
the  second  year,  and  so  on  down  to  261/4  ceats  the 
twentieth  year,  or  an  average  of  38  Vh  cents  during 
the  twenty  years.  Isn't  it  worth  38  cents  a 
year  for  our  boys  and  girls  to  have  first-class  school 
accommodations?
